“Nice people don’t talk 
about it, respectable people 
don’t get it, and those who do 
deserve it!” Thus, Harold Moo- 
dy, micro-biologist and regis- 
tered Medical Technician, be- 
gan his presentation about ven- 
eral disease to the Three Sea- 
sons Study Club members Mon- 
day night. 

The Three Seasons Study Cl- 
ub has accepted the challenge 
from Governor George Wallace 
and the Alabama Federation of 
Junior Women’s Clubs in pro- 
claiming April as Venereal A- 
wareness Month. Toeffectively 
stem the rising tide of venereal 
disease in our State, a concer- 
ted effort of public, private and 
civic agencies will be required. 

Launching of the Venereal 
Disease Education Program sp- 
onsored by Junior Clubwomen, 
the National Foundation - Mar- 
ch of Dimes and the Alabama 
Department of Public Health 
is the beginning of this pro- 
ject. 

Today, public health experts 
rank Gonorrhea first and Syph- 
ilis third among the reportable 
communicable diseases in the 
United States. Alabama is ex- 
periencing a 33% increase in 
infectious Syphilis over the 
comparable period of last year. 
Gonorrhea has increased.at the 


astounding rate of 61% over the 
same period. Parents, schools 
and other educational resour- 
ces have failed to teach young 
people about the symptoms and 
dangers of venereal disease. 

The Three Seasons Study 
Club members have received 
up-to-date information from sp- 
eakers connected with actual 
venereal disease cases. The 
Club has purchased a filmstrip 
entitled “Tomorrow Happens 
Today” and presented this film 
to the girls’ physical education 
department. Inthis department, 
girls are shown the film with 
the following objectives in mind: 


To help young people dev- 
elop a sense of responsibility 
to protect the life they. may 
someday create 

To present usable scientific 
information on how each of us 
can help prevent birth defects 
and improve the quality of life 
at birth 


To develop the realization 


that disease and defects don’t 
always happen to the other per- 
son 


Although venereal disease 


takes its greatest toll from a- 
mong the young, efforts to edu- 
eate youth about the dangers 
of these diseases have been 
lacking.

He said the resolution was not 
opposing the unit system but 
opposing any change of this mag- 
nitude without a vote of the 
people of Coffee County.

ASC Request Info 
On Change Of 
Grazing Plans 


Any producers in Coffee Co- 
unty who have had their feed 
grain set-aside reduced from 
25 percent to 10 percent and 
have requested haying and gra- 
zing should inform the county 
office immediately if they do 
not intend to hay or graze 
the set-aside after the revi- 
sion is made. 

If they elect not to hay and 
graze the land because of the 
reduction in the set-aside per- 
centage, they may withdraw th- 
eir intentions in writing and do 
so without any cost to them pr- 
ior to April 15. If the request 
to withdraw occurs after this 
time, the producer must pay 
the cost of a farm visit for 
the purpose of determining wh- 
ether the set-aside acreage has 
been actually hayed or grazed 
during the non-grazing period. 

“The set-aside acreage re- 
duction is automatic,” says Mr. 
Rollan Day, chairman of the Cof- 
fee County ASC Committee. 
“Producers have no added pap- 
erwork and no required visits to 
the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service coun- 
ty office. 

Those producers are being 
notified by the ASCS county of- 
fice. If they already had their 
set-aside land inspected and 
measured, it can be re-meas- 
ured at their request at no ad- 
ditional cost. 

“I want to emphasize that 
payments for all participants 
in the Feed Grain Program are 
unchanged--whether they signed 
under the original 25 percent 
set-aside plan or the zero set- 
aside plan,” he said 

He pointed ‘out that payments 
are calculated on half the feed 
grain base. times farm yield 
payment rate. However, those 
feed grain producers who sign- 
ed up to set aside acreage are 
required to set aside 10 per- 
cent of their feed grain base 
and maintain their conserving 
base in order to qualify for 
payment. On their remaining 
cropland acreage they are free 
to plant any crop they choose, 
except quota crops. 

Those producers who signed 
up for the zero set-aside plan 
agreed to accept a reduced pay- 
ment in order to have all their 
cropland except their conser- 
ving base free for planting. They 
also agreed to limit their feed 
grain plantings to no more than 
their 1972 production:

REV EDWIN R. SELLS 


Palm Sunday; contrary to the 
usual fond interpretations, was 
not a time of victory, but a 
day of profound frustration and 
confusions. Jesus is repre- 
sented in the Gospels as ex- 
periencing a deep sense of fail- 
ure. The religious authorities’ 
rejected his plan of salvation; 
His most trusted followers fail- 
ed to understand the kind of 
committments involved in dis- 
sipleship, and even His own fam- 
ily did not realize the urgency 
of His mission. 

Our Lord has taken His place 
with us in this experience of 
failure. It is universal in its 
scope Each of us has felt 
the dismay of raptured relat- 
ionships and the sharpness of 
misunderstanding. We have 
felt the pangs of dissapointment 
as apirations became as dust 
in our hands. We know the 
agonies of rebuff and indiffer- 
ence to our best efforts 

Failure however, is not with- 
out its virtues. Pride is son- 
demned in the Scriptures as 
the arrogance of self-suf- 
ficiency. Failure is a sobering 
chastening experience, compel- 
ling self examination 

It can teach us When 
something goes wrong. we feel 
caught and look for a new way 
Usually, we discover some per- 
spective not previously revealed 
to us. One of life’s deepest 
insights has come when we 
discovered the possibility of 
learning from our defeats 

Having failures in our life 
can force us to live from a 
great depth of being Is it 
not true that most our best 
qualities, deepest wisdom, and 
greatest attainments have been 
born out of the anguish of ad- 
versity and defeat? Failure 
can be the means by which God 
deepens us. Let us pray that 
God will take our failures and 
turn them into steps of power 
for Him and His kingdom

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEG- 
ISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. In addition to all 
other authority now vested inthe 
Coffee County Commission, the 
said Coffee County Commission 
shall set the necessary policies 
and priorities for the construc- 
tion, maintenance and repair of 
all public roads, county high- 
ways, bridses, ferries and pub- 

lic facilities within Coffee Coun- 
ty, Alabama, to insure the peo- 
ple of Coffee County with a 
safe and adequate road system. 
It shall be the further duty of 
each associate member of the 
commission to inspect the roads 
of his district from time to 
time, and hear the suggestions 
and complaints of the citizens, 
and report the same to the 
commission with his recom- 
mendations; to advise with the 
county engineer concerning the 
problems of his district, par- 
ticularly; and to assist in sec- 
uring rights-of-ways, and as- 
sist in public service general- 
ly. It shall be the duty of the 
county engineer to provide the 
necessary equipment and per- 
sonnel to responde to any re- 
quest of an emergency nature 
made by an associate member 
of the Coffee County Commis- 
sion or any citizen in the ab- 
sence ofa commissioner where- 
ver’ and whenever an emer- 
gency shall arise in Coffee 
County. 

Section 2. The Coffee Coun- 
ty Commission or any succeed- 
ing county governing body per- 
forming the functions of the 
county governing body in said 
county, shall appoint and employ 
a county engineer, who shall be 
a thoroughly qualified and com- 
petent professional engineer not 
required to be a land surveyor, 
but otherwise possessing all 
of the qualifications as speci- 
fied for county engineers under 
the general laws of the State of 
Alabama; and he shall devote 
his entire time and attention to 
the maintenance and construc- 
tion of the Coffee County pub- 
lic roads, highways, bridges, 
ferries, and other county en- 
gineering projects and shall, 
during his employment, reside 
in Coffee County, Alabama. The 
said county engineer shall serve 
at the pleasure of the Coffee 
County Commission. 

Section 3. It shall bethe duty 
of the said county engineer, in 
accordance with policy estab- 
lished by the Coffee County 
Commission, within the law of 
the State of Alabama, (1)to em- 
ploy, supervise and direct all 
such assistants as are neces- 
sary to properly maintain and 
construct the public roads, high- 
ways, bridges and ferries of 
Coffee County, and heshall have 
authority to prescribe their du- 
ties, and to discharge said em- 
ployees for cause; (2) to per- 
form such engineering service 
and surveying as may be re- 
quired; (3) to maintain the nec- 
essary accounting records to 
reflect the cost of the county 
highway system; (4) in accord- 
ance with the policies and pri- 
orities established by the Cof- 
fee County Commission, to build 
or construct new roads, or ch- 
ange old roads; (5) to locate 
within the various districts of 
Coffee County the necessary eq- 
uipment to perform routine 
maintenance of all public roads, 
highways, bridges and ferries 
on a continuing basis; (6) it 
shall be his further duty, inso- 
far as is feasible, to construct 
and maintain all county roads 
on the basis of the county asa 
unit, without regard to any dis- 
trict or beat lines. 

Section 4. It shall be the 
duty of the commission to fix, 
from time to time, in accord- 
ance with prevailing economic 
conditions, the various scales 
of wages or salaries to be paid 
for labor necessary in the ma- 
intenance and construction of 
said roads, bridges, ferries, 
and public facilities and said 
wage or salary scale shall not 
be exceeded by said engineer 
in the employment of labor and 
assistants. 

Section 5. Tne commission 
shall fix the amount of the sal- 
ary of the said county engineer, 


payable in equal monthly in- 
Stallments from appropriate 
road and highway funds. 

Section 6, Before entering 
upon his duties, the said coun- 
ty engineer shall make and 
enter into a surety bond in the 
amount of five thousand dol- 
lars ($5,000.00), payable to Cof- 
fee County, conditioned for the 
faithful discharge and perform- 
ance of his duties as such en- 
gineer, and for the faithful ac- 
counting of all monies or pro- 
perty of said county, which may 
come into his possession or cus- 
tody. Said bond shall be exe- 
cuted by a surety company au- 
thorized and qualified to do busi- 
ness in Alabama, and be ap- 
proved by the commission. The 
premiums thereon shall be paid 
by the county 

Section 7. The commission 
shall furnish the county engineer 
with an office within the county 
and all necessary office sup- 
plies, equipment, communica- 
tion, utilities and with neces 
sary transportation to accom- 
plish his duties under this Act 

Section 8, The county en- 
gineer shall be the custodian of 
all road machinery and equip- 
ment, tools, supplies and re- 
pair parts, owned by Coffee 
County, and he shall be ac- 
countable to the Coffee County 
Commission for the same at 
all times. The Coffee County 
Commission shall establish ne- 
cessary policy and regulations 
governing accountability and re- 
lief therefrom, The commis- 
sion shall furnish the necessary 
storage and repair facilities 
for said tools, machinery,sup- 
plies and equipment, and the 
county engineer shall keep on 
file in his office, at all times, 
an up-to-date inventory con- 
taining a list of all said tools, 
machinery, equipment and sup- 
plies belonging to Coffee Coun- 
ty. 

Section 9. The authority of 
said county engineer shall be 
limited to the expenditure of 
such funds for the purpose of 
construction, maintenance or 
repairs of public roads, brid- 
ges, ferries, or any other duties 
for Coffee County as may be set 
aside and appropriated by the 
commission as hereinafter pro- 
vided; it shall be the duty of 
said commission at some meet- 
ing in September of each calen- 


‘dar year or not later than the 


first meeting in October follow- 
ing, by order or resolution spr- 
ead upon the minutes, to fix and 
determine the amount of funds 
which will be available for the 
purpose of building, maintain- 
ing and constructing public 
roads, bridges and ferries of 
Coffee County for the current 
fiscal year, beginning on Octo- 
ber lst, which said amount, 
other than the salary of said 
county engineer and his neces- 
sary expenses, shall not be ex- 
ceeded by him in building, main- 
taining and constructing public 
roads, bridges and ferries in 
Coffee County during said per- 
iod; provided however, that said 
commission is authorized, from 
time to time within any such 
period, to increase the amount 
so allowed to be expended by 
said county engineer during said 
period, when such authorization 
will not conflict with provisions 
of the general laws of The State 
of Alabama.

County. Such requisitions shall 


be filed and presented by the | 


chairman to the commission at 


its next meeting, for the ap- § 


proval of the commission. Pro- 
vided, however, that the County 
Purchasing Agent shall have 
full power and authority to make 
said purchases without first ob- 


taining the approval of the Cof- § 


fee County Commission if the 
delay caused by the hereinabove 
procedure, might, in his judg- 
ment, cause an unnecessary and 
harmful interruption in the ope- 
ration ofthe county road system, 
providing said purchases are 
made in accordance with pre- 
vailing law.

Section 12. In the event an 
emergency should arise, in 
which it would be impossible 
for the commission to employ 
an engineer, as hereinabove 
provided for, then, inthat event, 
the commission shall employ a 
competent road supervisor who 
need not be an engineer, but, 


when so employed, he shall have 
all the duties and authority of 
said engineer, and be subject 
to the provisions of this Act; 
but an emergency shall not ex- 
ist longer than necessary to 
employ a qualified engineer who

Annual Bluegrass is causing 

a lot of trouble in lawns. It 
comes up where the regular 
grass has been thinned out. An- 
nual Bluegrass makes seed- 
head almost at the same time 
it comes up. It has little, li- 
ght colored seedheads and is 
easy to identify. 2, 4-D and 
regular weed killers will not 
do any good on this grass. It 
dies out later in the spring 
However, it will come back up 
thicker than ever the following 
year if control measures are 
not taken 

Granular Balan applied in late 
September and early October 
will do an excellent job of con- 
trolling not only annual Blue- 
grass but other weeds as well 
It will prevent lots of different 
types of weed seed from germ 
inating the following year 
PESTICIDE SAFETY

education meeting in Ozark.

PEANUT PLANTING 

Folks are expressing concern 
over the continued rain and the 
low germination of peanut seed 
Several of agribusiness dealers 
have told me that peanut seed 
of high germination are going 
to be in short supply. I would 
do at least three things to try 
to overcome this problem. (1) 
Adjust seeding rate according 
to germination. (2) Plant while 
there is adequate moisture in 
the soil to get a stand without 
having to plant too deep. (3) 
People also speak of delaying 
planting until the soil gets warm 
I believe we will automatically 
do this because of the continued 
rainfall In other words, I 
think we are going to be a 
little later planting this year’s 
peanut crop than usual

VA Cautions 
Veterans On 


Homebuying 


The Veterans Administration 
mindful of the spring home 
buying season, cautions vet 
erans, with thoughts of selling 
homes purchased with G. | 
home loans, to get “release 
of liability” from VA if the 
loan is assumed by the buyer 

Loan Guaranty officials ex 
plained that unless a veteran 
asks for and receives a “rel- 
ease from liability” from the 
VA office which guaranteed his 
home loan, he will be liable 
for payment in the event of 
default by the purchaser 

Getting a “release from fur- 
ther liability” is simple, of- 
ficials said, provided certain 
conditions are met: 

* The veteran’s loan must be 
current 

* The purchaser must agree 
to assume the Veteran's liab- 
ilities 

* The prospective purchaser 
must be a good credit risk 
* Income must be sufficient 
to cover payments on G. I. 
loan 

It was pointed out however, 
that a “release of liability” 
does not automatically restore 
3. I. Loan entitlement the vet- 
eran used to purchase the home 
to be sold. 

VA may restore entitlement 
only under certain conditions 
mostly those which the agency 
considers “compelling reasons” 
for disposing of the property.

CHEESE 

The U. S. grade mark level 
on cheddar cheese can tell you 
a lot about the cheese. A label 
tells the type of cure--mild, 


mellow or sharp; the net wei- 
ght; the name and address of the 
manufacturer, the packer or 
distributor; and if the quality 
of the cheese meets U. S. stan- 
dards. 

To select a cheese, you must 
understand the types of cur- 
ing. Mild cheese is cured for 
about two ot three months and 
has a mild, cheddar flavor and 
firm body. Mellow cheese is 
cured from four to seven mon- 
ths and has a stronger cheddar 
flavor and a smooth flexible 
body. Sharp cheese is cur- 
ed eight to 12 months. It has 
a full cheddar flavor and a 
smooth waxy body. 

After opening cheese, be 
sure to wrapit tightly in foil, wax 
yaper or plastic to prevent dry- 
ing. Cheese not only is a milk 
substitute, but serves as a good 
source for meat substitute. 
HEALTH FOODS 

Organically produced foods 
are no more healthful for hu- 
man consumption than food gro- 
wn with the help of commercial 
fertilizers. 

Our specialist at Auburn 
tells us that plants can’t dis- 
tinguish between plant nutrients 
in commercial fertilizer form 
and those released from organ- 
ic materials through the bio- 
logical decaying process. 

When the nutrient is taken 
up into the plant, the plant does 


exactly the same thing with it, 
no matter where it comes from

Delay pruning of spring flo

For forsythis, quince and 
spirea, thinning is the major 
type of pruning needed, Re- 
move the oldest and tallest 
stems at ground level so the 
newer and vigorous growth can 
mature and bloom.

FREEZER ODOR 

Very often homemakers will 
have odors in their freezers 
of refrigerators which they can- 
not get rid of. I have two new 
remedies that I would like to 
share with you. 

Place a bowl of freshly gro- 
und coffee on a shelf in the fre- 
ezer or pour some vanilla flav- 
oring in a bowl and put in the 
freezer. Of course baking soda, 
charcoal brickettes and aersol 
sprays are effective also.

The accompanying letter to 
Representative Easters noted 
that the resolution was self- 
explanatory; but again mention- 
ed that “we are opposed to 
the Unit System of road main- 
tenance without a vote of the 
people as previously promised. 

Closing the letter was the fol- 
lowing: “We sincerely trust that 
you will take this into consid- 
eration before passage or at- 
tempted passage of any such 
bill as now proposed.” It was 
signed by Kinston Mayor, Bill 
Whitehurst.
